tion of 2,290,000 cubic feet a day 
valued at about $3,000 a day, was 
struck on the farm of Rudolph 
Pfeiffer, four miles south of Graf- 
ton.

ly and finance wisely. 


Perhaps, like thousands of other 


People, you aro trying to decide how 
expensive a home you can' afford. 
Your finances may be limited, and 
you may bo trying to determine how 
much you aro justified in ependlr* 
for a home. What follows in this 
and other articles to appear in this 
column, is intended to bo helpful and 
to assist in answering the two quc-3-

Perhaps the easiest way of deter- 


mining how expensive a home you 
can afford to build is to consider the 
rent you are paying. 
Budget au- 


thorities say you are justified in pay- 
Ing from one-fourth to one-fifth- of 
your income In rent. 
If you are 


thrifty, it is possible you can lay 
aside a larger percentage for pay- 
ments on a new home, for which 
you would sometime have a war- 
ranty deed and complete ownership. 


The amount of money, however, 


that you can lay ajslde from your In- 
come for homo building- depends 
upon two things. 


First, the size of your Income. 


Second, your ability to save 
money each month after deduct- 
ing living expenaea. 
Home financing experts Bay you 


are Justified in building a home for 
•which you can complete payments in 
about 15 years. It, perchance, you 
have saved one-fifth the value of 
your proposed home, you ehould be 
ablo to pay the balance In 12 years. 


For example, the cost of the lot 


should represent not to exceed 20 
per cent, or one-fifth the total con- 
templated investment. 
If tho total 


investment is to be $2,500, the lot 
should cost approximately J500 and 
the house $2,000. 
If the total In- 


vestment Is to be 
$5,000, the lot 


should cost somewhere near $1,000, 
and tho house $4,000. 


Suppose on a home costing $5,000, 


$1,000 has been paid down. The pay- 
ments for this home should bo com- 
plete in 12 years, that is to say, tho 
baLince, $4,000, can be met in 144 
equal monthly payments. 
To de- 


termine the monthly payments neces- 
sary to reduce the principle in this 
period, divide the balance, $4,000, by 
144. 
Th!g makes a monthly payment 


on the principle 
nearly 
J28 PT 


month. 
Figuring Interest at 6 per 


cent, the first payment is $20. Add 
about $14 a month for insurance, 
taxoa and upkeep, and you have a 
total of J62 a month. 


While this statement is a general 


one and used only as an example, it 
may 
assist 
you 
in 
determining 


whether a $5,000 home is too expen- 
sive for you to build, or whether you 
can afford a larger dwelling-.

The UmtecUStates globe-ciicling aMatoi- lune 


completed the longest tians-oceanic flight that lias 
ever been made.

A few } ears ago we 
marveled at the flight of the X. C. 4. Yet the^c planes 
were of heavy s-ea-going construction and built to out- 
ride a heavy sea, and fitted vuth every comfoit and 
protection again>t the elements.

Some agitation has been reported for an Ohio 


law requiring the licensing of all automobile drivers 
and it is hoped that such a law will be demanded of 
the next legislature. The papers appearing the dav 
after a holiday are loaded Vvith accounts of hoinble 
automobile accidents. There is very little joy left m 
motoring. Sundays, m the summer especially, one 
.can hardly drive, even for a short time, along the 
'main roads without seeing an accident of some kind. 


Many of the Eastern states have attempted to 


, meet this problem by requiring that each automobile 
: driver pass an examination and be licensed. This 
has resulted in lessening the number of accidents. It 
•is estimated that in Ohio the loss from automobile ac- 
rddents is thirty-two million dollars a year. 
The 


i licenses for drivers would save the state sixteen mil- 
^llion dollars,providing the reduction of accidents is 
£Jas great as in Massachusetts since the drivers have 
Hbeen licensed. The saving in Ohio probably would 
'*""• ' reach this high figure because Ohio is not as 


^tensely populated as Massachusetts; but Ihe saving 
•~y ~ild be consideable, and the saving in life and 


•sical disability would more than repay the incon" 
ience and expense which such a law \\ ould neces- 
te.
